Authorities Announce 
Fireworks Ban 

A safe and sane fourth is the 
slogan of the Sierra Madre police 
and fire departments and county 
and U. S. Forestry departments 
this weekend. And they mean it. 

Fireworks have been placed 
under a strict ban and violators 
will be prosecuted to the full ex¬ 
tent of the law, Police Chief Mc¬ 
Millan and Fire Chief Richards 
warned yesterday, as the city pre¬ 
pared to celebrate the coming In¬ 
dependence Day weekend. 

The police force will be aug- 
mnted so that officers will be on 
instant call Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday.

Going Swimming? 
Listen To This— 

Predicting that there will pro¬ 
bably be more swimmers in the 
water on the Fourth of July 
than on any other day of the 
summer, Dr. Robert A. Fraser, 
medical director of the nation’s 
largest life Insurance companies, 
offers three simple rules which 
should go far in preventing the 
large number of swimming ac¬ 
cidents which occur every year 
during the summer months. 

Dr. Fraser has been making a 
special study of hot weather ac¬ 
cidents and disablements. "If 
everyone,” he says, "will remem¬ 
ber the following three rules many 
lives will be spared and much 
sorrow avoided: Fhrst, never go 
swimming alone; second, keep out 
of the water for at least one full 
hour after a meal; third, never 
dive into water until you are sure 
of its depth. 

"They are just ‘common sense 
rules’," Dr. Fraser said, "yet fail¬ 
ure to observe them probably ac¬ 
counted for the great majority of 
the 5,500 swimming fatalities es¬ 
timated by the National Safety 
Council for the year 1935. 

'Many people are drowned 
every year because they insist on 
going swimming alone and are 
powerless to help themselves 
when seized with a cramp or 
faced with some other sudden 
emergency,” 


Bigger, Finer Cars 
In Service Now 
On Local Line 

Following inquiries by the 
Chamber of Commerce relative to 
the Pacific Electric’s promise to 
discontinue the remaining 800- 
type cars in its through service, 
the remodelled 1000-type cars this 
week were placed in exclusive 
use in the through service on the 
railway company’s Los Anglcs- 
Sierra Madre line. 

It is hoped that the new cars, 
which are faster, roomier and 
quieter, will provide commuters 
with transportation service com¬ 
parable to that offered all the 
larger surburban cities in the 
Southland area. 

From now on the 800-type cars 
will be used only in the stub ser¬ 
vice, running between here and 
the Huntington Drive junction in 
San Marino.

At the same time the super¬ 
visors are urging Governor Mer- 
riam to ask that the federal gov¬ 
ernment again assume full respon¬ 
sibility for transient unemployed 
and transient alien unemployed in 
California. 

Vigorous Protest 
Against Higher 
County Expense 

When the board of Supervisors 
proposes a boost of nearly three 
million dollars in the county's 
salary budget in the face of a j 
tax on real estate ”40 to 47 1 
cents higher than that prevailing 
during the period of the county’s 
greatest prosperity," it is high 
time the taxpayers objected. 

This is the opinion of J. F. 
Campbell, of the Property Own¬ 
ers Division of the Pasadena 
Realty Board, who yesterday had 
on record a stinging petition to 
County Supervisor Roger W. Jes¬ 
sup to reject the proposed budget 
increase. 

“It is currently reported that 
approximately 15 per cent of the 
population of the county is on 
some form of relief," Campbell’s 
petition states. “While this con¬ 
dition exists we can see no jus¬ 
tification for higher salary bud¬ 
gets.”

The undertaker then holds the 
body until the case is cleared, j 
after which the family or rela¬ 
tives are entitled to turn over 
the body to any undertaker they 
wish. They are not obliged to 
leave the body with the original 
undertaker, Nance emphasized, al¬ 
though this Impression has been 
fostered by some undertakers.

Enormous Map Of 
LA County Requires 
Years To Build 

Sierra Madre is included in an 
enormous relief map of the coun¬ 
ty that is being constructed as a 
WPA project. 

Every detail of the terrain of 
the county is included in the lay¬ 
out—a horizontal scale of one 
mile to two and one-half inches 
and a vertical scale of 400 feet 
to one inch. 

The map is being built on a 
foundation composed of hundreds 
of layers of thin pieces of wood. 
Scroll saws are used to cut the 
pieces to contour. Plaster is mold¬ 
ed by hand over the wooden sec¬ 
tions. The map makers consult 
engineering data to obtain in¬ 
formation as to the heights of 
hills, the depth of valleys, lo¬ 
cation of roads and other infor¬ 
mation that is being incorporated 
in the structure. 

The map which will not be 
completed for more than a year, 
will be of great value in forest 
ire 3 , soil erosion, highway rout¬ 
ing and other problems. The pro¬ 
ject is being constructed under 
direction of the county forestry 
department and has been under 
wav for two years.
